(.?) A ship required by this section to be registered, may be detained by aiiy 
person authorised by the Central (Government m that behalf,, until' fhe'mastor 
oi the ship prouuoes the certilicate of its registry. 

4. Application of Act XXVI of 1947 to State ships. — The Control of Shipping- 
Act, 194/ (XXVI oi 1947), shad apply to, and in respect of, a State bhip and to 
thy master, owners or agents of I he owners thereof, whether the ship has been 
registered or not, in the same manner as it would apply to, and in respect of, 
a ship registered in a port of registry in a Province of India and to the master, 
owners or agents oi the owners of a ship so registered. 


• fi. Restriction on the transfer of State ships.— (I) No person shall transfer- 
or acquire any 8tate ship, or any share or interest in a State ship, without the 
previous approval of the Central Government ; and any transaction effected in 
contravention of this provis.on shall be, void and unenforceable. 


(£) Auy person who purports or attempts to transfer or acquire any State 
ship or any share or interest in a State ship in contravention 'of sub-section (1), 
or who abets or attempts to abet any such contravention, shall be punishable 
with impr sonment for a term which may extend to three years, or with fine, or 
with both. 

6. Restriction on the transfer of the registry ol State ahlps. -W Jrnfc any 

Stato ship has been registered in a port of rogistry in India, no application for 
the transfer of such registry to a port of registry outside India shall be sanctioned 
without the previous approval of the Central Government; and the Central 
Government may refuse to accord such approval, if, in its opinion, it is lie re s- 
sary or expedient- to do so for the purpose of conserving the strength of Indian 
registered merchant shipping, 

7. Power to make rules. — The Central Government may, by. notifjoatioii in 
the official Gazette, make rules to carry out the purposes of this Ordinance. 
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
